New York, Nov, 13.—Editor of The 
Tribune. ]~—Your editorial of Nov. 5, en- 
titled “ A Red Cross Budget,” has comy 
to my attention. 

You state, very properly, that an in- 
stitution so gigantic and with activiiies 
so complicated and far flung as the 
American Red Cross “ought to be sub- 
ject to complete publicity and exact 
supervision, The Red Cross should let 
the public know how it has disposed of its 
funds, what distribution of funds has 
been determined upon, and what its pro- 
posed projects of relief are.” 

From the very outset of the war, 
was the policy of the war council] to 
make public its appropriations and, sub- 
sequently, its expenditures. On Aug. 4, 
1917, the war council iseued a statement 
from Washington, which it said: 

“Tt is the earn 


about its acts and affa'rs. The accounts 
of the Red Cross are regularly andited 
by the war department and en annual 
report is made to Gongress. But it is 
the purpose of the war counci] to take 
the people, day by day, as fully as nos- 
sible into its confidence. Information as 
to Red Cross matters will accordingly be 
made public in great detail.” 


You will appreciate that,.much as we 
would like to accomplish it, it would be 
impossible to interest the public in the 
minute details of the finances of an un- 
dertaking so vast ag the American Red 
Cross, however much we might try to 
do a.
